Subject:       Routing  of  Library  Magazines. 

It  has  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Library  Advisory  Committee 
that  there  has  been  considerable  delay  in  the  routing  of  library  mag- 
azines from  one  Derson  on  the  list  to  the  next. 

One  borrower  reported  the  receipt  of  three  different  issues  of  the  same 
magazine  at  once.    Allowing  magazines  to  remain  on  your  desk  until  one 
or  two  issues  are  out  of  date  greatly  decreases  their  value  to  all  of 
the  remaining  individuals  on  the  list. 

The  Library  Advisory  Committee  is  interested  in  obtaining  the  very  best 
library  service  possible  for  all  U3DA  employees  in  this  region.  In 
order  that  this  type  of  literature  will  move  along  rapidly  and  reach  each 
of  you  while  it  is  still  of  greatest  interest  and  value,  we  ask  your 
cooperation  in  observing  the  following  regulations: 

1.  Forward  within  ?.  days  after  receipt. 

2.  Forward  directly  to  the  next  individual  on  the  list — not 
back  to  the  library.  (Note: does  not  apply  to  Glenn  Bldg. ) 

3.  Reauest  some  individual  in  your  office  to  forward  mag- 
azines during  your  absence,  placing  your  name  farther  down 
on  thp  list  so  that  the  magazine  will  return  to  you  later. 

4.  Do  not  clip  material  from  magazines. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  arrange  names  on  the  routing  slips  so  that 
consideration  is  given  first  to  (l)  value  to  work  of  the  individual 
(z)  efficient  routing  from  location' to  location.    It  may  be  necessary 
to  disregard,  this  arrangement  and  place  the  names  of  individuals  who 
frequently  hold  ur>  routings  on  the  bottom  of  the  lists  in  order  to 
insure  good  service  to  others.    This  has  not  been  necessary  as  yet.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  it  will  not  be.
